prcttv safe to assume that this govern- 
ment will not interfere. iUepreseiltalions 
to the lioers and British w-ould be a form 
of intervention, and I am sure the. admin- 
istration tloes not care to do anything 
that would have the appearance of inter- 
vention. 


"From n humanitarian point of view 


it might be a, good thing to try and 
siue the city, but representations made 
to lhe belligerents might meet with a 
refusal t" comply with the wishes ex- 
pressed. 
If Johannesburg comes within 


the theater of war. foreign property there 
would have to be exposed to the same 
danger as the property of the eiti/.t-iis of 
the Hoer republic, and if it is damaged I 
do not see how any redress can be ob- 
tiiined. It is :1 principle of international 
law that n sovereign is not ordinarily 
responsible to alien residents for injuries 
thev receive on hi-, territory from a bel- 
ligerent pocwr.

Body of a Peor!» Woman Who Dli»p- 


pcured ,I«B. 6 !« Fonnd.

city Jan. C last of Mrs. Lucy Somniers 
was'cleared up this noon by the dis- 
covery of tlie body of the unfortunate 
woman in the Illinois river opposite the 
city by Elvin Taylor, .Folky Doty and 
Frank Tervcliii. They unchored it to a 
tree and notified the Taxewcll coroner, 
who conducted the inquest. 
The body 


was 
identified 
positively 
by

members of the family and was taken to 
the morgue, where it was prepared for 
burial. 
DISAPPEARANCE CAUSES EXCITE- 


MENT. 


The disappearance of Mrs. Sommers 


attracted widespread attention at the 
time. 
Mrs. Sommers came here some 


mouths ago and stopped at the resi- 
dence of her sister, Mrs. W. B. Craig. 
There she was taken with a fever and 
early Sunday morning," Jan. C, escaped 
from the house while deranged, and from 
that time nothing was heard of her until 
the finding .of her body. All manner ot 
rumors were current and a profound sen- 
sation was caused. 
Bloodhounds wero 


secured from Deoatur and put on the 
trail immediately. 
They followed the 


scent for several miles through fields and 
through burb wire and hedge fences, foot- 
prints were pointed out, etc., but a few 
miles in the country the trail was lost. 
A reward was offered and increased, still 
no result. 


MI.VD READER LOCATES SPOT. 
Grace Holmes, a girl 11 years of age, 


claiming supernatural powers, snid she 
could locate the body and was given a 
trial. She described how the woman left 
the bouse, went through alleys and over 
fences, took a circuitous route, mid final- 
ly jumped in the river at the foot cf 
Spring street. 
She pointed out a spot 


in the river where she said the body 
would be found, but no extensive search 
was made. 
The affair finally dropped 


out of sight until the finding of the body 
to-day a mile and a half from the spot 
pointed out by the Holmes girl, but the 
remains could easily have floated to 
where they were found in the present 
high water. The body was not badly 
decomposed and was easily identified.

SOME ERRORS CORRECTED. 


A flood of misinformation has been 


given out concerning uic amount of 
liquors shipped from the United States, 
not only to its colonies, but to the rest 
of the world. The volume of liquors ex- 
ported by no means approaches 
any- 


where near that claimed to be, and sta- 
tistics gathered by the correspondent oi 
The Chicago Record gives official proof 
of the gross eirors into which some good 
people have fallen. 


One complaint was made that last De- 


cember $2,000,000 of liquor was exported 
from this country to countries in which 
we had missionaries, and even were this 
true, which it is certainly not, the charge 
that President 
McKinlcy could have 


stopped this is nonsense. The president 
can no more interfere with exports ol 
any nature than a church steeple. But 
the truth is that our entire exports of 
liquor to the whole world last year were 
but 2,G!)2,029 gallons, oi which amount 
•2,220,021 gallons were sent to countries 
to which M'e have missionaries. Knt ob- 
serve even here, the bulk of this was 
sent to Japan, and of this bulk. 1.3(Hi,854 
gallons, GOii gallons was brandy, 0,817 
gallons rum, 3.J01 gallons whisky, find 
ItiC gallons of wine. The balance of this 
shipment to Japan was alcohol, which 
was used solely for manufacturing pur- 
poses. 


Thus deducting tlic pure alcohol sent to 


Japan there, were but S(ifi,244 gallons of 
distilled 
spirits sent to missionaries' 


vouncries. 
1-Yoin this (oi'al is to be de- 


ducted a shipment of 1.082 gallons of 
nure alcohol sent to Colombia, 100 gal- 
ions to Venezuela and SCO gallons to 
British Africa, which leaves a net tola! 
of brandy sent to missionaries' countries 
of 20,044 gallons and of whisky 244,913 
gallons. As to malt liquors, we sent a 
total of ].4S3.7«n bottles, nearly all 
beer. Of iliis amount there was sent to 
missionary countries 2"2.fl(tl dox.cn bot- 
tles. Now as to the Philippines, of which 
so much has been said, there were in 
1890 21.334 gallons of whisky and other 
distilled spirits, and 
of malt liquors 


flr>,:U4 bottles, the aggregate value being 
$2liS,9G«. 
To 1/iberhi. no liquors what- 


ever were sent. The complete total of 
whisky and other distilled spirits shipped 
from the United .Suites to a!l parts of 
the world where there are missionaries 
was 2,220,011 gallons, of which as stated 
Japan took 1,30(1,854 gallons of pure al- 
cohol for manufacturing purposes and of 
malt liquors 272,501 bottles of beer. The. 
total shipments of distilled liquors in 
eluding alcohol which forms the greater 
)mlk was i.G'.e.Oin gallons, and of malt 
liquors 1.433.71KI bottles. 


But in any case, neither congress nor 


the president could in any way control 


the. shipment of a single gallon. It would 
seem that the president, of the fniled 
Scales has enough to bear under without 
people holding him responsible for mat- 
ters entirely beyond his control. Besides 
the charges that vast volumes of liquors 
have been poured into the Philippines is 
utterly baseless.'
